In asking congress for the authorisa- 


tion of the building of three battleships 
and one armored cruiser at a cost of 
$17,000,000 the naval appropriation 
committee has made a modest request 
and one which the country will gener- 
ally be Inclined to regard as reasona- 
ble. 
Apparently the committee was 


not much influenced by the discuwion 
about a wholesale increase of tbe navy 
precipitated by the extremely remote 
contingency of j. war \\ ith a European 
power cr powers growing out of the 
Venezuela iiituleut, but rather acted in 
adhcience to the policy of steady and 
systematic additions to the nation's of- 
lensive and defensive force on the 
high seas In conformity with the 
steady growth of the uatlon in pres- 
tige, population and wealth. The need 
of the country of ,a strong and, well 
equipped navy is generally recognized, 
though there is no necessity of fever- 
ish haste and extra \agant outlay in 
its immediate expansion 


In connection with the authorization 


of new war \ essels is the provision for 
Increasing the facilities of the Naval 
academy at Annapolis, for which an. 
appropriation considerably larger than 
heretofore is asked The faculty of the 
institution is to be strengthened, and 
the number of cadets is to be doubled. 
This will give to each senator and rep- 
resentative an appointment every two 
years Two steel training ships and a 
brig are also to be built, so that the 
training of men to man the new war 
vessels iiow being constructed \_will be 
conducted to the best advantage. The 
additional appointments double the op- 
portunity of admittance to the acad- 
emy arid should result in a much 
greater range of candidates and mate- 
rially Increase the interest of young 
America in the navy a,8 a career.

St. Louis 
Millionaire to 
Explore the 
Blue Nile 


{Special Correspondence.) 


St Louia, Feb. 23.—St Louis people 


are partleuJariy interested in the cable 
dispatches from Ettftftid announcing 
that an expedition to explore the source 
of tbe Blue Nile river IB remote north- 
east Africa wiU mart from Abywinia 
before the end of next month, and that 
the leader of the expedition i* already 
en route to tbe country of Meoelek. 
ThbJ leader ia Mr. William Northrup 
McMillan, a prominent young St Louis 
man, a millionaire who has long been 
known as a devotee of jungle hunting 
and is not unknown to tame a* an ex- 
plorer. 


Mr. McMillan will take into Africa 


one of the largest expeditions of recent 
yeaw. Like 
Stanley, he will carry 


steel boats in sections, and when be 
reaches the headwaters of the unex- 
plored Blue Nile he will launch these 
boats and descend tbe river. A hun- 
dred camels will be required to carry 
His equipment, and Ms caravan will be 
a quarter of a mile in length. 


Tbe expedition was made poaaible 


owing to tbe fact tbat tbe American, 
woo is only thirty years of age, if a 
personal friend of tbe Abyssinian mon- 
arch. When Res Mafcounen, to* noted 
savage warrior, attended King fid- 
ward's coronation as tbe representative 
of Menelek, be bore witb him an invita- 
tion to Mr. McMillan to visit Abyssinia 
as Meuelek's guest, and as on earnest 
of good faith decorated the St. Loiil- 
sian with a gold medal that will injure 
him protection while be is iu the Ethi- 
opian realm. 


Wben tbe British government learn- 


ed that Mr. McMillan had decided not 
only to accept Meuelek's invitation, 
but to utilize the opportunity to ex- 
plore tbe country whence came, tbe 
queen of Sheba apd where King Sole- 
moil's mines were located, tbey imme- 
diately offered to have a gunboat 
awaiting him at tbe juncture of the 
Blue and White Niles. Then- Interest 
in tbe matter was explained by the 
fact that should tbe Blue Nile be found 
navigable from its source to the White 
Nile boats will be put on it to carry 
British goods into Abyssinia, which 13 
a British protectorate. Mr. McMillan, 
who is bearing the whole expense of 
tbe expedition; promptly accepted the 
British offer, as the gunboat will be 
very useful should danger arise or pro- 
visions run short 


This will not be Mr. McMillan's first 


visit to Abyssinia. When be waa 
twenty years old, be was afflicted with 
a -bronchial trouble and was sent by 
his father to New Mexico, where be 
spent a couple of years on a ranch, liv- 
ing tbe life of a cowboy. This resulted 
in his developing a taste for adven- 
ture, sport and an out of door existence.

After his father's death the idea of 
spending much of his time hunting big 
game took possession of him, and, 
with a view to carrying tbis out, be 
made a trip to Egypt in November of 
1001. There he gathered a caravan, 
made an excursion into tbe desert and 
then decided to hunt lions In Abyssinia. 
He returned to Port Said and sailed 
down the Mediterranean to Jibuti, 
where there are many natives who 
make a business of tracking largo 
game and acting as carriers for Jungle 
expeditions. Forming a party of fifty 
of these men, he started for Mcnelek's 
country. The hunt was very success- 
ful, Mr. McMillan bagging, in addition 
to many lesser wild animals, three 
magnificent specimens of the king of 
the jungle. 


The present Journey will first take

Uncle Sam's 


Big Game 
Preserves 


Correspondence ) 


Lander, \Vyo.. Feb. 23.—At least in 


point of area. Uu<-!f Sam has tbe lar- 
gest zoo in the world, though there ar«? 
others into which aiv huddled a greater 
variety of animal life. This is the Yel- 
lowstone National park, embracing 
3,000 square miles, where roam at will 
uncounted herds of wild animals in- 
digenous to the country—buffalo, elk. 
deer, antelope and the like. 


The Yellow-stone park is an ideal and 


unique big game preserve, and as there 
is no open season here the animals are 
safe from the huntsman, becoming ab- 
solutely fearless of injury from man. 
Although they are as wild as the wild- 
est mountain forest can produce, every 
species knows to a nicety the boundary 
of the preserve and keeps within it. 
Even the timid deer have lost their 
sense of fear and tbe noise of a dis- 
charging gnu has no terror for them. 
It is not an unusual thing to see u 
group of them grazing within a few 
rods of a posthouse or hotel, apparent- 
ly satisfied that no harm can come to 
them under Uucle Sam's protecting 
care. Tbe firing of tbe sundown gun— 
a twelve pounder—will not cause them 
to stop munching the bunch grass 
which they have kicked up under the 
snow. But the hauling down of the 
flag will attract their curious attention 
much more than the noise of the gun. 


The park is patrolled thoroughly by 


the government to prevent the shooting 
of tbe animals. Two troops of cavalry 
are divided into single scouts and pa- 
trol the 3.000 square miles of the park 
constantly, and as the years go by and 
this plan is continued the game conies 
to know and not to fear Its human pro- 
tectors. Poachers receive fair trial bo- 
fore a United States judge, but if it ap- 
pears that they are on tbe reservation 
for the purpose of destroying the game 
they are dealt with in accordance -with 
the severe laws provided. 


Public sentiment among the residents 


surrounding the park lias been awak- 
ened, and their sympathies, which at 
first seemed not to be favorable to the 
plan of game preservation, have now 
become thoroughly in harmony with 
the intent of the government. 


Under these wise provisions the 


numbers of each species have greatly 
increased until now the park is full

of big game, making it a very para- 
dise for the hunter, if he were only 
permitted to hunt. However, be can 
only look on in wonder and with such 
pleasure as u true sportsman can fed 
in the passive contemplation of what 
would be a splendid shot. 


In late years black and brown bears 


have been increasing in numbers anil 
can be seeu at any time feeding on the 
garbage piles at the camp posts and ho- 
tels. These bears are perfectly harm 
less so long as they are kept in a wild 
state, but when they are fed and pot- 
ted, as some of them have been in tho 
past, they lose all fear of human be- 
ings and are liable to do considerable1 
damage to property and provisions 
They are also liable to frighten tour 
ists by following them with the expec 
tation of being fed. Several of the 
black and brown bears that had been 
too thoroughly civilized had to be killed 
last summer because of their sociable 
instincts.

One of the most interestin8r"%gcrl 


monts which are being conducted In'tho 
Yellowstone park at present is the en- 
deavor to raise buffaloes. At tho last 
session of congress $13,000 was appro- 
priated in a bill for the purpose of pro 
vldlng an Inclosurc and securing n 
small herd of buffaloes. This intention 
on the part of the national legislators 
has been carried out, the inclosure has 
been provided and a small herd estab- 
lished within it. The buffaloes are ap- 
parently doing well, and as the herd in- 
creases they will be given the froedon, 
of the entire park. 


In the matter of fishing the policy of 


the government Is less restrictive than 
in hunting. Trout flsblng is allowed in 
the park, and in the clear lakes and 
mountain streams much line sport can 
be had. That there may be no cessa- 
tion to this sport It has been recom- 
mended that a small fish hatchery shall 
be established in the park. Seven mil- 
lion black spotted trout were hatched 
In Yellowstone lake last season. 


Yellowstone park has been aptly des- 


ignated "the wonderland of the United 
States" and U year by year attracting 
tourists iu increasing numbers. Con- 
gress has begun to realiKe the v-orth of 
thin game reservation, and the appro- 
priations which have been made dur- 
ing the past few years have b°en such 
as to permit of many Improveiiit-nta to 
the park which were greatly needed. 
Much has been done In tbe way of road 
building and repairing, and tbe pleas- 
ure and comfort of a trip through tho 
park have been greatly enhanced there- 
by. The railroads have also begun to 
show an Interest Iu the park, and the 
traveling public U'«o have an easier ac-

FOR USE ON RIOTERS. 


War Department Will Supply A New 


Kind Of Cartridge. 


Washington, Feb. 24.—The war de- 


partment has sent notice to the gov- 
ernors of each state of the union that 
it is prepared to supply them upon 
demand and according to their legal 
allowances with 
"riot 
cartridges." 


This is a new form of ammunition 
prepared by the experts of the ord- 
nance bureau, to enable officers' of 
the "law and soldiers to repel rioters 
w;ith the least possible loss of life 
to the "innocent spectator." 


The shell is like that of the regu- 


lar shell in the army rifle with the 
important exception that instead' of 
the long nickel-plated and steel-clad 
bullet two balls are placed in the 
mouth. The design was apparently 
to secure something of greater range 
than buckshot, yet not dangerous to 
persons at a distance. 


The carriage is charged with about 


twenty-four grains of smokeless pow- 
der. The balls are made of a mixture 
of lead and tin in the proportion of 
sixteen to one'and are slightly coat- 
ed with paraffine. The service primer 
for smokeless powder is used. The 
cartridges have 
sufficient 
accuracy 


for effective use at 200 yards.

In promoting bargain 
counter deals of this character every- 
body figures up the gains, and nobody 
counts tbe cost Just now the fact 
looms up big and strong tbat among 
tbe opponents of the unjust dicker with 
Cuba must be reckoned 27,000 manu- 
facturers of cigars. 60,000 retailers who 
are disturbed by tbe alleged efforts of 
the trusts to displace them through the 
United States company as a subsidiary 
corporation. 3,000 manufacturers of 
smoking and chewing tobacco, 400 man- 
ufacturers of cigarettes, 2,000 import- 
ers, packers and handlers of foreign 
and domestic leaf and 100,000 cigar 
makers. These interests make a remark- 
able disclosure of the unfairness, in- 
justice and injury proposed to be in- 
flicted upon them in the name of reci- 
procity. They show that the pending 
treaty makes a reduction of $12 60 in 
the tariff protection on 1,000 manufac- 
tured cigars while reducing the duty 
on the tobacco entering into them only 
$1 85. This is practically a bounty on 
the manufacture of the cigars in Cuba, 
at least by comparison with the exist- 
ing law. It is also maintained that the 
American tobacco trust has acquired 
possession of the Havana Commercial 
company and the Henry Clay and Bock

nesota {Mr. Kelson]. 


The Wilson tariff law. which was passed 
in 189*. put a duty of 40 cent* a ton upon 
soft coal and placed hard coal— anthracite 
coal— upon the free list The Dlngley bill 
In 1S97 came from tbe house to the senate 
with the same provisions aa those con- 
tained in the Wilson law. After the bU} 
came to the senate the majority of th« 
finance committee instructed the senior 
senator from Iowa [Mr. jUUson] to move 
an amendment in the senate increasing 
the 40 cents per ton duty on soft coal to 
67 cents and then inserting those words, 
"Upon all other coal having less than Si 
per cent of Axed carbon *7 cents per ton." 


A debate followed, which covered seven 
pages of the Congressional Record. In 
that debate it was admitted on both sides 
as the Record will show, that the words 
"less than 92 per cent axed carbon" in- 
cluded anthracite coaL 1 have before m« 
now the Congressional Record contain- 
ing that debate and showing the vote 
taken in the senate on the amendment 
offered by ^the senator from Iowa. There 
were 31 votes, all Repuolican but one, in 
the affirmative and 24 votes. Democrats 
and Populists, in the negative. 
I assert here now that, in my opinion 


every senator who vot«d upon that ques 
tion knew he was voting for or against a 
duty on anthracite co«l of 67 cents pe 
ton. It has been so construed ever since 
and the debase in 1837 proceeded on tha 
assumption. 
' 
That is the true history of the presen 
duty upon anthracite coal. The leader 
of the Republican party have remainei 
silent under the change— the appropriat 
charge— made by the •ecrctary of the navy 
that the duty upon anthracite coal wa 
put into tbe Dlngley bill in a cowardly 
and sneaking manner. 


It thus remained for a free trade 


Democrat to correct the gross misstato- 
ment made in a public speech by oije of 
the president's constitutional adviliers. 
After Senator Vest* s clear showing of 
its falsity it. la not likely tbat tn'e slan- 
der wilf bejievlved. The duty of 67 
cents a ton was put into the bill in the 
most open and public manner. It -was, 
as Senator Aldrich stated, inserted at 
the instance of a senator fcoin the Pa- 
cific coast, ana it was perfectly under- 
stood that th« duty applied to Welsh 
anthracite carrying less thau 92 per 
cent of fixed carbon. Seven pages of 
tlie Congressional Record gave publici- 
ty to the debate and the proceedings. 
Coal of this character was being 
brought as ballast from Wales and de- 
livered at a low price at Pacific coast 
ports, where It came into direct compe- 
tition with coal mined in the far west 
states. Tbe duty was put there as a 
protection to the miners of those states, 
and it ought to remain there for the 


1 same reason: Its removal might be of 
some slight benefit—very slight, indeed 
—in the present abnormal coal scarcity 
on the Atlantic coast, but it could not 
fail to be injurious to the Pacific coast 
miners In whose behalf the duty was 
placed in the Dlngley law. The Repub- 
lican party cannot afford to play ducks 


I and drakes with the principle and pol- 
icy of protection by taking off a duty 
needed in one part of the country and 
not wanted in another section. If the 
party ever begins that sort of game, 
there is no tolling where it will end. 
In respect of the duty on coal, as of all 
other duties in the Dingley law, the 
wiser course is to "stand pat"
